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On August 22, 2005, while awaiting transfer to NCCF, an inmate hid from deputy 
personnel and caused a wristband check to be conducted. The inmate was located, and 
while being transported to NCCF, became disruptive on the Transportation Bureau bus. 
Once they arrived at NCCF, TST personnel advised NCCF personnel of what had 
occurred during the inmate's transfer to their facility. 


NCCF deputy personnel began to process the incoming inmates. The inmate continued 
his disruptive behavior by talking during the intake process. Intake Processing Area 
personnel told the inmate several times to stop talking, and he complied with the orders, 
but each time began talking after a few minutes. Because the inmate failed to comply with 
the orders to stop talking, B-I Deputy M decided that he was going to send the inmate 
to the discipline module and ordered the inmate to stand by a wall_ The inmate walked up 
to the wall a lenly swung his right elbow and struck Deputy i" the left arm 
and a behind the inmate. As the inmate swung his arms wildly at 
Depu Deputy who was nearby, quickly moved toward the inmate and 

unched the inmate in the upper body several times. This had no effect, so Deputies 
a A the inmate to the floor. 


The inmate continued to swing his arms and was now kicking his legs at the deputies 
when Deputy Roth arrived to assist. Deputy Roth pl is knees across the inmate's 
back. Because the inmate was still fighting, spate ns Roth both punched the 
inmate in the upper torso several times. Seeing that this did not stop the inmate’s 
violence, Deputy Roth punched the inmate in the face several times; this still did not stop 
the inmate from fighting. rrived and saw the inmate fighting with the 
three deputies punched the inmate in the face several times and that 
seemed to slow the inmate’s fight with the deputies. The inmate was then controlled and 
handcuffed without further incident. 


On March 9, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a 
review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the 
committee were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable 


Force; and MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by the deputy was reasonable and necessary 
and in compliance with Department policy. MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to 
Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by the deputies in this 
incident were within Department Policy.

Henderson with their fist about the upper body and face area. Levinson said that he had a taser in 
his hand and announced that he was about to deploy it, but decided not to because of the deputies 
close proximity to Inmate Henderson. Levinson said that after several minutes of struggling with 
Inmate Henderson Deputy} nd Supervising Line — -< able to handcuff him 
without further incident. Levinson said that he and Supervising Line Depu' scorted 
Inmate Henderson to the clinic after the incident.

Sergeant Rielly was immediately notified of the use of force.

NON-EMPLOYEE WITNESS 


Inmate aid that he was a trusty at the IPA on the day of the incident. Inmate 
aid that during a search of several inmates he heard an inmate (later identified as 
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Inmate Henderson) being, “disruptive and loud.” Inna sai that he heard deputies 
warn and order Inmate Henderson about five times to be quiet. S saia that he 
heard Supervising Line Deputy Sk: Inmate Henderson to come to the front of the line, which 
he complied. He said that as Inmate Henderson reached the front of the line, Supervising Line 
Deputy his hand on Inmate Henderson’s right shoulder as if he was going to guide him 


towards the wall. Inmate ic that Inmate Henderson immediately spun to his right and 
with his fist struck Supervising Line Deputi- the chest area. on -= ¢ that 
he saw several deputies responding to the scene so he left the area because he did not want to get 
involved. After leaving, Inmat aid he could hear deputies ordering Inmate Henderson 
to stop fighting.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
HENDERSON, ANTHONY 


Inmate Henderson said that he was in the IPA room waiting to be housed. Inmate Henderson said 
that a Senior Deputy with two stripes caught him “communicating” with another inmate. He said 
that the senior asked him to go to the front of the line and he told the senior,”no that’s alright I'll 
stop.” Inmate Henderson said he eventually did walk to the front of the line and the senior told him 
to get up on the wall. Inmate Henderson said that he took a “deep” breath and the senior might have 
taken it wrong. Henderson said that someone grabbed his shirt and he was taken to the floor where 
he was punched and kneed about the face and torso area. Henderson said that he never raised his 
hands or threatened any of the deputies. He said that he was never hit with any flashlights or impact 
weapons. Henderson said he does not understand why this happened to him because the senior 
deputy did not seem to be upset at him about anything that was going on. Henderson denies any 
problems at Men’s Central Jail or in the bus prior to his arrival at North Correctional County 
Facility. 
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
